In the G. O. first cited , Government accorded sanction for the creation 
of 9 posts of Mass Education and Information Officers on Rs. 250-500 (pre 
revision ) one in each District. 

2. In the G. O. second cited , Government have prescribed the qualifi 
cations and method of appointment for the posts of Social Science 
Instructors and Health Education Extension Officers . The question of 
prescribing qualification and method of recruitment for the posts of Mass 
Education and Information Officer also came up for consideration. Govern 
ment feel that the three categories of posts belonging to the Family Planning 
Bureau of the Health Services Department, viz . Social Science Instructor, 
Health Education Extension Officer and Mass Education and Information 
Officer should be manned by persons who should be interchangeable so as to 
make them versatile in all branches of family planning activities . Govern 
ment have examined the question in detail in coasultation with the Public 
Service Commission . In partial modification of the orders issued in 
G. O. (MS) 126 /HLD dated 26-2-1966 and G. O. (MS) 656 /66/HLD dated 
27-8-1966 , Government are pleased to prescribe the following common 
qualifications and method of appointment for these three posts, viz. Mass 
Education and Information Officer /Social Science Instructor/Health Educa 
tion Extension Officer .

Essential: 1. Master s Degree in Sociology or Master s Degree in 
SocialWork (MSW )

AWARD 
The above dispute has been referred to this Board for arbitration under 
Section 10- A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 by notification No. 28089/ 
H2/69/LSWD. dated 21-8-1969. The issue referred is “ Dismissal of 
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Smt. Panchali, No. 1479 (Nursery division and denial of work to 
Smt. Manithai No. 1583 ( P. K. division ) " , both of Pallivagal Estato . 

In the claim statement filed by the Union on 15-10-1969, the case put 
forward is that Smt. Panchali was wrongly deprived of the maternity benefit 
for wbich she was entitled under the Kerala maternity Benefit Act, and her 
dismissal for alleged absence without leave was improper. The case regard 
ing Smt. Manithai is that though she was a permanent worker her name was 
removed from the estate rolls without conducting any enquiry. 

The relief 
prayed for is that both these workers may be reinstated with back wages. 

The management seek to support their action with regard to both the 
workers. 

The case care up for evidence several times. Finally on 18-2-1970, 
parties reported settlement. They also filed a joint memorandum of settle 
ment shown hereunder as annexure . 

We consider the settlement fair and reasonable . It is accordingly 
accepted and an award is passed in terms thereof .

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G O. Rt. N , 160 /68 /HLD . 
dated 16-1-1968. The issues referred for adjudication are as follows: 

" (i) Introduction of variable D. A. linked to cost of living index . 

(ii) Introduction ofGratuity Scheme." 
2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and fited their authorisa 
tions respectively . The two Associacions filed their claim statements 
separately . The Quilon Industrial and Commercial Staff Association 
contended as under : 

The Associated Industries Limited is a private limited Company started 
in 1938 with a capital of Rs. 1,00,000. There are 7 share-holders and two 
of them are Directors . Atthe initial stages the Company was running a tin 
factory and later on a tyre re-moulding factory . In 1913 the Corapany 
purchased a tile factory having a production capacity of 2,000,000 of tiles per 
year and an oil mill with 21 chucks In 1950 the capital of the Company 
was raised to Rs. 4,00,000 with the existing share -holders. In the same year 
the Company newly started another business as a General Engineering Works 
with a foundry for casting machine parts . The Company also had under 
taken steel fabrication and structural works. 

The Union has expatiated further about the various activities of the 
Company and has continued as under : 

The members of staff who are in service from the very out set are not 
given any specific scale of pay or periodical increments till the implementa. 
tion of the award in I. D 74 of 1957. The aggrieved Union the eafter filed 
a writpetition against the award before the Hon ble High Court ofKerala 
and the award was set aside. This Hon ble Tribunal has then passed a fresh 
award on 6-7-1963 rectifying the discrepancies pointed out by th , Hon ble 
High Court. This award took effect from 1-1-1963. Since this award was 
also not very favourable to the workmen , the Staff Association submitted a 
charter of demands including the issues referred fo : adjudication in the 
instant case. In spite of several attempts at conciliation th :management did 
not budge an inch and so this reference . 

Issue No. 1. - The system of variable D. A. is followed by this manage 
ment in the tile factory and the Engineering Works of this Company as per 
the award in I. D No. 1 and conciliation agreement dated 6-11-1964 for the 
engineering works. The system of variable D. A. is in vogue in various 
concerns in this area. Therefore the management may be ordered to pay 
the concerned staff variable D. A. at the rate of 25 paise per point of cost of 
living index over and above 400 points in a ldition to the present D. A paid 
to them with effect from October 1963 . 
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Issue No. 2.- No scheme of gratuity is in force in this Company for the 
monthly paid office staff. The Association has already submitted a demand 
of gratuity on 29-7-1959 and because of the assurance of the Co npany that 
they would promulgate a scheme for gratuity, the demand was not pressed 
then . Later on , on another occasion also the management has agreed to 
formulate a scheme for gratuity but has not implemented the salue. Thc 
management was really evading and avoiding the issue. At any rate, since 
the Company is a flourishing concern with 30 years of standing an since its 
financial capacity and future prosperity is assured the management is liable 
to pay gratuity to the staff concerned . 

The Union concluded this issue with a prayer that a scheme for gratuity 
at the rate of three months last drawn total emoluments for every completed 
year of service and part thereof in excess of six months to the monthly paid 
members of this concern may be formulated . 

3. The Quilon Commercial & Industrial Employees Association also 
filed a claim statement almost in the same line with the first Association . 

4. The management thereafter filed their reply statement in which they 
have contended that the dispute regarding the second Association is not 
valid and sustainable because that union had not raised any dispute with the 
management and has not submitted any memorandum of demands. They 
have denied all averments in the statements filcd by the Associations. 

Regarding issue No. 1 it was affirmed that in no establishment in the 
area comparable to the management, the variable D. A. is in force. 
Regarding issue No. 2 the management has asserted that members of the 
staff are enjoying a generous Contributory Provident Fund Scheme and that 
the industry has neither the financial capacity nor the general stability to 
bear the burden of an additional retirement benefit in the way of gratuity to 
the employees. They have denied that there are gratuity schemes in the 
various similar concerns in the area . 

The management has concluded with a prayer that the dispute may be 
disposed in their favour. 

5. Both the Associations filed separate replications in which they have 
traversed all the contentions of the management as stated in their reply 
statement . 

6. The case came up for evidence and the Associations examined WWI 
and marked Exts.W1 to W4 . Thereafter a number of adjournments were 
given to both the parties as per their request and finally on 23-3-1970 the 
parties filed a joint compro nise petition fully signed by all the parties 
concerned , which is shown below as Annexure " . Since the terms and 
conditions of the compromise appear to be just and reasonable , I pass this 
award in termsof the same and this award shall comeinto force on the expiry 
of thirty days from the date of its publication in the Government Gazette:

The dearness allowance for a particular 
month will be based on the C. O. L. Index for the month 

prior to the previousmonth . 
( iv ) The minimum of the fixed dearness allowance will be raised 

from Rs. 37 to Rs. 42 per month . 
(v ) The award will be implemented with effect from 1-1-1969: 
(vi) As the issue regarding gratuity has been covered by the 

Gratuity Act, this issue is left open .

AWARD 
This is a complaint under Sec. 33A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 19-17 , 
filed in the matter of I. D. No. 1 of 1969, by the afore -mentioned complai. 
nant against the opposite party . 
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2. In the complaint the complainant has contended that the opposite 
party is guilty of the contravention of the provisions of Sec. 33 of the 
Îndus rial Disputes Act sirce he tia: denied employment by dismissing the 
complainant for service witho t getting the necessary approval from the 
Industri l Tribunal and also without payment o: offer of onemonth s wages 
as providedin Sec. 332, (5 ). It was also contended that there was neither 
an enquiry, nor the issue of charge-sheet. It was pointed out that the 
worker reported for work on 28-12-1963 wh -n the strike was withdrawn on 
27-12-1965. The complainant concluded with a prayer that he may be 
reinstated with continuity of service and back wages. 

3. The opposite party submitred his written objections against the com 
plaint and when th : case came up for evidence the compleinant examined 
PW . 10 W5 and ruarked Exts. WI to W4A . PW2 to PW5 were examined 
for all the following cases together since the complaints filed in those cases 
were for the same and si:nilar action ofthe opposite party -Management : 

1. D. Nos . 4 , 5, 6 , 9, 36 to 61 and 73 to 79 of 1969. Out of these 
cases complaints in L. O N s. 38, 39, 40, 51, 57 , 74 and 79 were withdrawn 
by the complainants respectively because they were reinstated in service and 
awardswere passed accordingly dismissing the complaints . 
4. T) e Management cxamined MWI for the following cases together : - 

I. D. Nos . 73, 75 , 76 , 77 and 78 of 1969. After the examination of 
AWI, the parties jointly submit ed that the matter was settled out of court 
since the work was reinstated in Service. The learned counsel for the com 
plainant submitted that the complaint is therefore not pressed . 

Since the complaint is thus not pressed , I hereby dismiss the complaint 
and pass my award accordingly .

An industrial dispute existing between the above parties was referred 
to this Tribunal for adjudication by the 

of Kerala as Order 
G. O. Rt. No. 375 /697LSWD . dated 25-2-1969. The only issue reſorred is 
the following: 
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" Gralui ty to Shri A. K. Krishnan Nair." 
2. In the Union Statement filed by the Union it is stated that this 
employee left the service of the Management for reasons of ill health in the 
year 1937. At that time he had requested the Management to give him the 
arrears of pay, bonus and gratuity . Till he left the services there was a 
promise and afterwards the Managemena kept quite . 

3. According to the Union this Management along with other members 
of the Malabar District Bus Owners Association have agreed to implement 
a gratuity scheme on the basis of the recommendation of the Industrial 
Relations Con.mittee for Motor Transport Industry . The Managements of 
this area were represented by the President and Secretary of the Malabar 
Bus Owners Association in the Industrial Rela ions Committee and therein 
they had agreed to evolve a gratuity Scheme and this is proved by Ext WI. 
Ext. W2 is the copy of the scheme evolved on the basis of this agreement. 
Since this Management also was represented by the Owners Association in 
th , Industrial Relations Committee it is stated that this Management is also 
bound to implement the scheme. The gratuity is claimed by this worker on 
this ground . 

4. The Management denies all these allegations. They say that this 
Management has never agreed to implement a gratuity scheme. This 
Management was not a member of the Bus Owners Association when they 
by a settlement agreed to implemeat a gratuity scheme. This Management 
has not signed any settlement prior to the date of retirement of this worker 
from their service agreeing to pay gratuity to their workers. 

5. The worker has given evidence . WW2 is the representative of the 
employees in the Industrial Relations Committee . The Bus Owners were 
represented in the Committee by the Secretary of the Malabar Bus Owners 
Association . Heproves Ext. Wl and W2. Ext. W2 is the gratuity scheme. 

6. WWV3 is the Secretary of Bus Owners Association . He says that the 
Bus Owners Association representing the various Managements agreed to 
implement the gratuity scheme as shown in Ext. W2 as per an agreement 
dated 8-9-1968 . Cha : agreement is not produced in Court. It is also 
stated by him that this particular Management resigned from the Association 
on 2-7-1958 as per Ext. W4. The further evidence given by him would 
show that the recommendations of Industrial Relations Committee are 
usually agreed to be implemented by parties either by Government Notifi 
cation or by settlements. In this case the evidence is that the Management 
and Unions came to a settlement as per an agreement dated 8-9-1968 . The 
termsof that settlement are not made clear. The date from which that 
settlement takes effect also is not shown. The various Managements were 
represented by Bus 

Owners Association and one of the signatories is 
WW3. But prior to this settlement the Management has resigned and this 
is seen from Ext . W4 on 2-7-1968. WW3 has spoken about this. At the time 
ofthe termination of service of this worker there was no gratuity scheme for 
the employees. Subsequent settlements by which they have agreed to 
give this benefit is not produced in this Court. For these reasons it cannot 
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be stated that at the time of the termination of service of this worker there 
was a gratuity scheme in this establishment. 

7. There is a suggestion that the Management has not actually termina 
ted the service of this employee . The Union says that the worker had 
actually asked the Management to relieve him of his duties. This much is 
admitted by the Union in the rejoinder filed by them . Moreover the worker 
admits that he had tendered a resignation letter. In view of this, this 
contention also will not hold good . 

8. There is no gratuity scheme for the employees. There are no settle 
ments to show that this Management has at any time agreed to give such 
benefits to their workers. For these reasons I find that this worker is not 
entitled to any relief under this reference. 

An award is passed in terms specified above and this shall come into 
force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government 
Gazette

The Law Commission appointed by the Government of India has in its 
Fourteenth Report on the Reform of Judicial Administration recommended 
among other things the enlargement of jurisdiction of the Small Cause 
Courts in the various States both as regards the maximum pecuniary limit 
as also the classes of suits cognizable by these Courts with a view to relieving 
the pressure upon the regular courts of first instance and on the lower 
appellate courts . In its Report the Commission has also indicated the 
nature of the amendments to be made in the existing laws in force in the 
various States with particular reference to the provisions in the Provincial 
Small Cause Courts Act, 1887.

(vii) Cundidates under the Diversified Course appearing for the 
Examination , may note that the subject under first language Part I and 
Elective Subject are separate subjects and should be calculated as such for 
remitting Examination fee . 

7. Candidates who have passed the S.S.L.C. Examination , at one 
sitting and who wish to appear again for the Examination with a view to 
securig bettermarks in all subjects will be permitted to appear for the 
eximin.tion if the result of the earlier examination is cancelled first and if 
the request for such cancellation is made within three years from the date 
of announcement of the results of the Examination . But such candidates 
should appear for all the Subjects according to the scheme of Examination 
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existing at the time. This concession will not however , be allowed to Candi 
dates who have joined College or Public Service after passing the S.S.L.C.

8. Candidates who have passed the S.S L.C. Examination under 
compartmental system with eligibility for Public Service only , will be 
permitted to cancel their previous results under compartmental system and 
re-appear for all the subjects together if they so desire , so as to enable them 
to go for College course subject to the conditions mentioned in item 7 above 
(vide G. O. MS.

ORDER 
G.S.R. 

in exercise of the powers conferred by Sec 
tion 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 ( 10 of 1955 ) and 
in supersession of the Kerosene (Fixation of Ceiling Prices) Order. 
1966, the Central Government hereby makes the following order 
namely: 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Order may 
be called the Kerosene (Fixation of Ceiling Prices) Order, 1970 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

(3 ) It shall come into force on the 1st day of June 1970 . 
2. Definitions. - In this order, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 
( a ) " dealer" means a person carrying on the business of selling 

kerosene, whether wholesale or retail and whether in con 

junction with any other business or not , and includes 
(i) his representative or agent; and 
(ii) an oil company making wholesale supply from its storage 

or selling point; 
(b ) " Declared price " in relation to a variety of kerosene sold 

in any area means the price declared after the commence 
ment of this Order , 
(1 ) by the State Government or District Collector in the case 

of an area in a State , or 
(2 ) by the Administrator of a Union territory in the case of 

an area in a Union Territory, or 
( 3 ) by such officer as the State Government or the Admini. 

strator of a Union Territory, is the case may be , may 

empower in this behalf . 
as the price at which that variety of kerosene is to be sold by a 
clealer in that area froin the 1st day of June 1970 , or from the date 
of the declaration of price by the aforesaid authorities ; 
(c ) the expression " kerosene " shall have the meaning assigned 

to it in item N. 7 of the First Schedule to the Central 
Excises and Salt Act, 1941 ( 1 of 1944) and shall include 
aviation turbine fuel. 
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(d ) " schedule price in relation to a variety of kerosene sold 

in any area means the basic ceiling selling price of that 
variety of kerosene at the nearest main port or the refinery , 
as the case may be , as indicated in item I of the Schedule 

appended to this Order. 
3. Fixation of maximum selling price of kerosene.-- On and from 
the date of commencement of this Orrer , no dealer shall sell hero 
sene to any person at a price which is in excess of the aggregate 
of the following , namely : 

( a ) the schedule price ; 
(b ) the increase or decrease , if any, in Central duties after the 

1st day of June, 1970, as the Central Government may. by 

notification in the Ollicial Gazette, specify in this beliai: 
( c ) the rate of dealers commission at Rupees seven and 

seventy paise per kilo litre subject to the State Government. 
or the Administrator of a Union Territory , as the case may 
be , allowing , by notification in the oflicial Gazette, reim 
bursement of any extraordinary expenditure which the 

dealers may have to incur under local conditions; 
( d ) (i) the railway freight actually payable on the 1st day of 

June, 1970, for transporting the quantity of kerosene 
from the nearest port of installation or the refinery . as 
the case may be, to the place of sale and the increase or 

decrease , if any, in such freight after that date ; 
( ii) the road transportation charges actually payable on the 

1st day of June, 1970, for the transportation of supplies 
of kerosene by road by the dealer from the nearest storage 
or selling point of any oil company to the place of sale, 
as the State Government or the Alministrator of a 
Union Territory , as the case may be, mar, having regard 
to the transportation charges payable for the transporta 
tion of goods by the shortest route , allow and the 

increase or decrease therein , if any , after that date : 
Provided that for the sale of kerosene in the State of Assam . 
the autonomous State of Meghalaya and the State of Nagaland and 
in the Union Territories of Manipur and Tripura and the North 
East Frontier Agency referred to in the North East Frontier Areas 
(Aclministration ) Regulation , 1954 (1 of 1934), a flat transportation 
surcharge in lieu of the charges specified in sub -clauses (i) and (ii) 
above, shall be added as shown at item II of the Schedule appendel 
to this Order. 
( e ) the sales tax and any other local tax payable 

1st day 
of June , 1970, on the quantity of kerosene , and the incre 18e 
or decrease , if any, therein after that date ; 


(f) the price of container as shown in item III of the Schedule 

appended to this Order for all supplies of kerosene in 

eighteen decimal five litre tins; 
(g ) the surcharge, if any, over the basic ceiling selling prices 

mentioned in the Schedule appended to this Order which 
may be imposed by the Central Government from time to 

time. 
4 . Kerosene stock to be displayed . - Every dealer shall cause to 
le prominentiy displayed on a special board to be maintained for 
this purpose at or near the entrance of the place of sale 
( a ) the varieties of kerosene held by him from time to time 

in stock for ready delivery: 
(b ) the declared price of each such variety of kerosene ; and 
(c) the price at which he proposes to sell each such variety of 

kerosene . 
5. Prohibition against withholding kerosene from sale.- No 
dealer having stock of kerosene shall withhold it from sale . 

6. Inspection and maintenance of books of accounts, documents 
and records.-- Any officer authorised in this behalf by the State 
Government in relation to a territory in 1 State or, as the case may 
be, by the Administrator, in relation to a territory in a Union Terri. 
tory may, with a view to securing compliance with this Order 

(i) require the dealer to maintain and produce for inspection 

such books of accounts or other documents and records 
relating to his business and to furnish such information 
Telating thereto , as may be specified in such authorisa . 

tion , and 
( ii) prescribe the manner in which accounts of sale or pur. 

chase of or other transactions in kerosene shall be kept. 
7. Power of entry, search and seizure .- (1) Any officer authorised 
in this behalf by the State Government in relation to a territory 
in a State or, as the case may be, by the Administrator, in relation 
to a territory in a Union Territory, may , with a view to securing 
compliance with this Order or to satisfying himself that this Order 
has been complied with and with such assistance, if any, as he thinks 


(i) enter, inspect or break open and search any place or pre 

mises, vehicle or vessel which he has reason to believe 
has been or is being used for the contravention of this 
Order , and 


(ii) search , seize and remove stocks of kerosene and the 

animals, vehicles , vessels, or other conveyance used in 
carrying kerosene in contravention of the provisions of this 
Order, and thereafter take authorise the taking of 
all measures necessary for securing the production of 
the said stocks and the animals , vehicles, Vessels or other 
conveyance so seized, in a court and for their sale custody 

pending such production . 

(2 ) The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1898 (5 of 1898 ), relating to search and seizure 
shall , so far as may be, apply to searches and seizures under this 
Order. 

8. Provisions of the Order to prevail over prenions Orders of 
State Governments , etc. The provisions of this Order shall have 
effect notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in any 
Order made by the State Government or the Administrator of a l nion 
Territory or by any Oficer of such State Government or Union 
Territory before the commencement of this Order, except as respects 
anything done or omitted to be done thereunder before such 
commencement.
